As a concerned member of the 
gay community, I wish to take this 
opportunity to express my disgust 
with the Calgary Police Service 
regarding to a 911 call which was 
placed in response to a rock 
throwing incident which occurred 
at Boys Town Metro on August 17, 
1991. The Police Service, who are 
supposed to be impartial, reacted 
to the call only after we flagged 
down a passing motorcycle cop on 
his way downtown to complete . 
work that he was doing on a 
totally separate case. Only then, 
about one hour and ten minutes 
later, did we get a response to our 
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numerous calls to 911 and the 266- 
1234 complaint line. _ 

I have already filed a formal 
complaint with the Chief of Police 
and the Mayor's Office, and a 
formal police investigation is

Albertans Asked To Take Part In Men's Survey '91 


The University of Toronto, 
Université Laval and the Canadian 
AIDS Society, funded by Health 
and Welfare Canada, has launched 
a national survey designed to 
measure knowledge, attitudes and 
behaviours related to HIV 
infection among Canadian gay and 
bisexual men. 

Men's Survey '91 will be the 
largest survey of its kind in 
Canada, as well as one of only a 
few undertaken anywhere in the 
world. Data will be collected in 


bars, bathhouses and _— at 
community events. 

The aim of the project is to 
obtain data that can be used to 
develop educational and health 
promotion strategies for gay and 
bisexual men. 

Until now, no Canadian 
survey has attempted to capture 
the issues and concerns about HIV 
and AIDS with regard to gay and 
bisexual men -- the group still 
most affected by HIV/AIDS. 

Men's Survey '91 hopes to 
identify the gaps in men's 


knowledge about HIV 
transmission, safer sex, antibody 
testing and other issues. Another 
aim is to better understand what 
kinds of beliefs and attitudes 
influence positive | behaviour 
change and maintenance of safer 
sex practices. Men's Survey '91 is 
also meant to reveal whether, 
among gay and bisexual men, 
there are identifiable target 
populations that require special 
attention in HIV prevention work.

Priority 
has been placed on_ including 
businesses, entertainers, 
professionals, entrepreneurs and 
artists who reflect a wholistic 
picture of gay and lesbian life. 
Network '91 will offer a broad 
range of workshops, which will 
touch on the varied interests of 
members of our community.

This year, the conference 
committee has endeavoured to 
create a clear mission statement 
and develop a strong mandate that 
will shape this conference and all 
others that will follow.

For 'Stonewall 25' 


Earth's Largest Queer Event Ever

Queers of the planet Earth are 
plotting to take over New York 
City, arguably the planet's most 
important metropolis, in June 
1994, to celebrate the 25th 
anniversary of their fight for 
liberation and equality. 

And it's not too early to book 
flights and hotel = rooms. 
Organizers predict one million 
homosexuals will swoop down on 
the city. 

Dubbed "Stonewall 25," the 
month of celebrations will 
commemorate the 1969 riots at the 
Stonewall Inn in Greenwich 
Village--in which drag queens 
and dykes violently resisted police 
harassment for the first. time in 
America, legend has it. 

Although modern-style gay- 
liberation movements were born in 
Scandinavia and Holland as early 
as 1947, the Stonewall riots have 
been extensively popularized in 
gay mythology as the beginning of 
the modern gay and _ lesbian 
movement. 

Stonewall 25 organizers say 
"lesbians and gays and our 
supporters from all over the world 
will converge...for a massive 
human and civil rights march" on 


June 26, 1994. It "is expected to be 
the largest lesbian and gay event in 
history." 

In the days before and after 
the march, the huge Gay Games IV’ 
will unfold in New York City, as 
will the 15th World Conference of 
the esteemed International Lesbian 
and Gay Association. 

Other major events will 
include: a joint concert of Lesbian 
and Gay Bands of America, 
featuring more than 500 musicians; 
a performance by the more than 
1,000 voices of the Gay/Lesbian 
Choral Association; a huge dance 
and fireworks display; a national 
conference of Men of All Colors 
Together (known in some cities as 
Black and White Men Together); a 
national conference of Parents and 
Friends of Lesbians and Gays; and 
the largest gay—worship service in 
the history of ‘the universe, hosted 
by the Universal Fellowship of 
Metropolitan Community 
Churches, the world's largest gay 
organization. 

History's largest gay/lesbian 
event to date was the 650,000- 
strong National March on 
Washington for Lesbian and Gay 
Rights on Oct. 11, 1987. Another 
march is set for April 25, 1993. 
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Amnesty International To Adopt Gays 
After 17 Years Of Stalling 


Activists Issue Further Demands

Following 17 years of 
campaigning by gay/lesbian activists, 
Amnesty International reached 
consensus Sept. 7 in favor of adopting 
jailed gays and lesbians as "prisoners 
of conscience." 

At the end of its annual 
International Council Meeting, held 
this year in Yokohama, Japan, 
Amnesty embraced the most far- 
reaching proposal that had been 
presented on gay issues. The group 
will consider for adoption both gays 
and lesbians jailed for their sexual 
identity and those imprisoned for 
violation of sodomy laws. 

Gay activists worldwide hailed 
the move, which had been first 
suggested in 1974 by Danish Amnesty 
members but was consistently blocked 
by Third World Amnesty sections, 
which feared their societies were not 
ready to support the human rights of 
homosexuals. 

In deference to those sections, the 
final version of Amnesty Resolution 
563 included the phrase, "realizing 
fully that this decision increases the 
difficulty of the development of our 
movement in many parts of the 
world...." 

The proposal to begin adopting 
gays, including those jailed for 
consensual sex acts, was carried to 
Yokohama by Amnesty International 
USA: 

"Our whole delegation ended up 
hugging and crying," said Amnesty 
USA executive director John Healey. 


"It was a very historical moment. It's 


everything we fought for for 17 years. 
It is fitting that in its 30th year, 


Amnesty International has recognized 
the need to grow and expand, to live 
up to its highest ideals." 

AIUSA board chair Carole 
Nagengast added: "We are delighted 
that the movement, after years of 
debate...has reached consensus. The 
AIUSA delegation was carrying a 
mandate from our membership...on 
the issue of gay rights and we are very 
satisfied with the outcome." 

Amnesty previously adopted 
homosexuals only when their arrests 
resulted from speaking out for gay 
rights (i.e. when it was a free-speech 
issue) or when they were subjected to 
prison "treatment" designed to make 
them heterosexual. Gays and lesbians 
arrested simply for being gay, those 
nabbed for belonging to gay 
organizations, rounded up in_ bar 
raids, or jailed for violating laws 
against gay sex, among others, did not 
qualify. 

"Amnesty's move is absolutely 
wonderful news," said Lisa Power, co- 
secretary general of the International 
Lesbian and Gay Association, speaking 
by telephone from London. "So many 
years of hard work by so many people 
all over the world have finally paid off. 
ILGA has been running this campaign 
for the whole of our existence in over 
40 countries. It was one of our 
founding concerns. We are delighted. 

"Of course it means a lot more 
work for us--working alongside 
Amnesty to insure that gay prisoners 
are identified, targeted and 
supported," Power said. 

Following Amnesty's moves, the 
U.S.-based Gay and Lesbian Task 
Force to Change Amnesty 


International delivered a _ list of 
requests to the organization Sept. 11. 

The Task Force is a coalition of 
ACT UP chapters, the Gay and Lesbian 
Alliance Against Defamation, Gay & 
Lesbian Watch, the International Gay 
and Lesbian Human __ Rights 
Commission, ILGA, the National Gay 
and Lesbian Task Force, and Queer 
Nation chapters. 

The coalition asked Amnesty to: 

1 devote money and resources to 
researching and pursuing cases of gay 
and lesbian oppression; 

1 initiate a major study 
documenting gay and _ lesbian 
oppression throughout the world; 

1 organize major publicity 
campaigns around the issue; and 

! work in a mutually beneficial 
manner with the coalition's member 


groups. 


In addition, the Task Force called 
on Amnesty to take "the next logical 
step" and “include ‘sexual orientation’ 
among the protected groups listed in 
Amunesty's written statutes." 

"By refusing statutory protection 
to gays and lesbians, Amnesty 
promotes the kind of homophobia that 
fails to recognize gays and lesbians as - 
a legitimate group deserving aid under 
universal human-rights laws," said 
Task Force spokeswoman Charlotte 
Innes. 

~"Without written recognition, we 
remain invisible in the eyes of 
mainstream society." 


Amnesty is expected to consider 
the recommendation at its next 
International Council Meeting. 
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Pete Williams Outing Completed By Advocate

The Advocate August 13 
completed the on-going outing of 
head Pentagon spokesman Pete 
Williams by publishing the exposé 
that had been slated for the 
defunct OutWeek magazine. 

Williams responded, "As a 
government spokesman...I am not 
paid to...talk about my personal 
life and I don't intend to." 

United. States Secretary of 
Defense Dick Cheney - said 
Williams will "absolutely not" be 
asked to resign and noted, "We've 
got a large number of gays in 
military service." 

Defense Department Directive 
1332.14 bans homosexuals from 
military service, but it does not 
apply to civilian Pentagon 
employees, such as Williams, who 
is assistant secretary of defense for 
public affairs. The military has 
discharged 12,966 gays and 
lesbians since 1982. 

The Advocate called it 
hypocritical for a gay man to 
defend the military's anti-gay 
policies to the media. The cover- 
story outing, written by outing 
inventor Michelangelo Signorile, 
revealed: "So many gay men seem 
to know Williams and know of his 
homosexuality that it becomes 
questionable as to whether he was 
ever in the closet. 

"While several men tell of 
friendships and sexual encounters 
with him, one man says they had a 
two-month intimate ‘boyfriends’ 
relationship," Signorile reported. 

"As soon as he_ began 
appearing on TV [as the Pentagon 
spokesman during the Gulf war], I 
recognized him from the [gay] bar 
[J.R.'s],", said Washington, D.C., 
activist Robert Warnock. "He's not 
really in the closet." 


"One night I tricked with a 
guy, and after we had sex, we 
were sitting up in bed," said 
activist Stephen Smith. "Pete 
Williams came on TV, and the guy 
laughed and said, 'Ha! I dated 
him!" 

Signorile talked off the record 
to other gay men who said they'd 
had sex with Williams. And a 
couple of Williams’ associates 
inadvertently let the cat out of the 
bag during on-the-record 
conversations with Signorile. 

Lt. Col. Doug Hart, a public- 
affairs officer at the Pentagon who 
has previously stated that there are 
no gays in the military because the 
military kicks them all out, was 
asked about Williams' 
homosexuality and replied: "Pete 
Williams! Oh, I won't even answer 
that. I won't get into that one at all. 
Jeez! Come on! [That'd be] 
character assassination." 


Human Rights Campaign 


Fund Communications Director 


Gregory King made a similar 
comment to the Chicago gay 
newspaper Outlines two months 
ago: "Although I'm opposed to 
outing, I'm willing to admit that 
Pete Williams and I have been 
friends for many years," King said. 

Advocate Editor in Chief 
Richard Rouilard wrote a lengthy 
defense of the magazine's decision 
to out Williams. 

"Pete Williams is not the 
innocent victim of rabid gay 
activists," Rouilard argued. "We're 
talking about a man_ who 
knowingly assists in the promotion 
of policies designed to thoroughly 
undermine the community in 
which, part-time, he lives. . 

"Homosexual homophobes... 
are twisted human beings, 
tortured souls acting out what 


society has taught them," Rouilard 
wrote. "And in some cases, they 
become so indifferent to the plight 
of the gay and lesbian community, 
they choose their careers at any 
cost to the community in which 
they live. Pete Williams is just such 
an unfortunate being. 

"Pete Williams knows that the 
military's blanket exclusion of gays 
and lesbians is wrong. And that his 
silent complicity encourages the 
continuation of this vile and 
despotic activity. The U.S. military 
is awash in lies and hypocrisy," 
Rouilard charged. 

The Williams outing was 
endorsed by such anti-outing 
figures as gay U.S. Rep. Barney 
Frank, and Sandra Lowe, the 
Lambda Legal Defense and 
Education Fund lawyer who has 
fought for years against the 
military's gay ban. 

"It's wrong for gay people to 
be administering an anti-gay 
policy,” said Frank. 

"There are rare times in history 
when extraordinary steps must be 
taken," said Lowe. The case of 
Williams "almost seems like being 
a Jew in the SS and relying on 
everybody's silence and 
complicity." 

Department of — Defense 
Directive 1332.14 reads, in part: 
"Homosexuality is incompatible 
with military service. [It] adversely 
affects the ability of the Armed 
Forces to maintain discipline, good 
order and morale; to foster mutual 
trust and confidence among 
servicemembers; to ensure the 
integrity of the system of rank and 
command; to facilitate assignment 
and worldwide deployment of 
servicemembers who frequently 
must live and work under close 
conditions affording minimal 
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privacy; to recruit and retain 
members of the Armed Forces; to 
maintain the public acceptability of 
military service; and to prevent 
breaches of security..." 

But Secretary Cheney is not so 
sure. As the Williams outing 
advanced (it began June 29 when 
Queer Nation/D.C. co-founder 
Michael Petrelis held a press 
conference to unveil his new "Pete 
Williams: Absolutely. Queer" 
poster) Cheney found himself 
asked to justify the military's ban 
on gays and lesbians. 

"The fact of the matter is that 
it's policy that I inherited," Cheney 
said on the TV program This Week 
With David Brinkley and elsewhere. 


Under questioning from 
Barney Frank during a House 
Budget Committee hearing, 


Cheney said of the section of 
1332.14 regarding gays and 
security breaches, "I think that's a 
bit of an old chestnut." 


issues: 
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As for Williams, Cheney said: 
"I have operated on the basis over 
the years, in respect to my 
personal staff, that I don’t ask them 
about their private lives. As long 
as they perform their professional 
responsibilities in a responsible 
manner, their private lives are 
their business." 

Frank told Cheney, "If all you 
can say in defense of this policy is 
that you inherited it, maybe it is 
time you stopped and_ took 
another look at it." 

The mainstream media was 
schizophrenic in its pick-up of the 
Williams outing. The Chicago 
Tribune, The Los Angeles Times, 
The New York Times, The San 
Francisco Chronicle, USA Today 
and The Washington Post refused 
to name Williams, saying either 
that they do not know if he's gay, 
that they do not believe his private 
life affects his public duties, or that 
they disapprove of outing. 
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But The Detroit News, The 
Detroit Free Press (and its news- 
service affiliates, including a 
newspaper in Williams’ Wyoming 
hometown), The New York Daily 
News, The Oakland [Calif.] 
Tribune, The Village Voice, and 
hundreds of smaller _ daily 
newspapers, weekly newspapers, 
and local radio and TV stations did 
use Williams’ name. 

"In terms of a conan the 
Williams outing didn't go far," 
Signorile commented in mid- 
August. "But in terms of an outing, 
it went big. A year ago, it took a 
month for a dead Malcolm Forbes 
to be outed in the [mainstream] 
press [after I outed him in the gay 
press]. This time, within a week, a 
large percentage of the media 
mentioned the name and a larger 
percentage covered the 
controversy [over the military's 
ban on gays] without [using 
Williams'] name."

American 
activists 
delivered two 
Macs, a_ laser 
printer and a

Leningrad. Customs officials 
socked duties on the computer 
equipment equivalent to six years 
of the average Soviet worker's 
income. 

Fortunately, IGLHRC had 
smuggled dollars to Kalinin a 
week earlier for conversion on the 
black market, reducing the 
damage to about $600 U.S. The 
average Soviet worker makes $100 


a year, at the current exchange 
rate. 

Customs agents were stunned 
when Kalinin plopped six years’ 
worth of income on the conveyor 
belt of the Leningrad airport X-ray 
machine.

"No power in the world can 
stop people who want democracy 
and are determined to have their 
civil rights," said former British 
Prime Minister Margaret Thatcher 
when she was informed the coup 
had taken place.

Reporter's Notebook

Twenty thousand Soviets and 70 North American gay/lesbian 
activists took part in the USSR's first gay symposiums, gay film 
festivals and gay-rights demonstrations July 23-Aug. 3 in 
Moscow and St. Petersburg (formerly Leningrad) [see AGLP, 
September, 1991]. In his final article, Rex Wockner pulls together 
the nooks and crannies of his "reporter's notebook," in no 
particular order. 


Gay Rights vs. Food 


Hundreds of Soviet gays and lesbians said the 
conferences, film festivals and demos changed their lives 
forever. They said they never knew being homosexual could 
be something like what we apparently showed them-- 
something more than, for gay men, careful hunting in parks 
and toilets and, for lesbians, nothing, basically. 

We were elated to share our world. But I keep 
wondering if our contribution will survive. The present 
USSR is like a place that managed to survive global 
thermonuclear war. The whole social-economic system has 
collapsed. It's every person for him/herself. Everything is 
corrupt. 

People line up for blocks for hunks of fat which may be 
gone by the time you get to the front of the line. The only 
vegetables are tomatoes and cucumbers. There are no 
vitamins, no fruit. Actually, there is no anything--clothes, 
watches, toiletries...nothing. 

The average monthly salary is $10 at the current 
conversion rate. It was worse than Third World--it was 
"Fourth World." 


McDonald's 


Our last day in Moscow, my Swiss chum David and I 
decided to do it: We would wait in the 50-minute, blocks— 
long line and we would eat a...Big Mac. It would be, without 
a tinge of a doubt, far and away the best food we'd had in 
two weeks, that is for sure. But how does one get through a 
blocks—long line in 50 minutes? 

Well, the USSR's only McDonald's has 27 order stations 
with five employees per station. It is an island of efficiency 
in a country that has never heard the word. It is, it seemed, 
the grandest burger factory the world has ever known--and 
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certainly the fastest and easiest way to eat in Moscow if your 
form of payment is rubles. 

And there's more. Most notably, the Moscow McD's 
operates completely within the Soviet system. Nothing is 
imported. Given that the Soviet system does not function 
(not even somewhat) this is miraculous. Sure, the beef was a 
bit sub-standard and the printing flaked off the packaging 
but everything tasted and looked right. 

McDonald's is very expensive for Soviets. A Big Mac is 
9.70 rubles--of an average monthly salary of 250 rubles. 
Transcalculated to America, that's a $112 Big Mac. If the 
average Soviet ate one a day, he'd spend more than his 
monthly salary. 

But since there are 30+ rubles to the dollar, I paid 66 
cents total for a Big Mac, two orders of fries, a large Diet 
Coke (only place in Moscow to get one) and a chocolate 
sundae. The burger was the expensive part--the Coke was 
less than 2 cents. 

Unlike Pizza Hut--the only other American chain in 
Moscow--McDonald's does not have a hard-currency 
entrance and a rubles door. The (Canadian) manager of the 
McDonald's, who I interviewed, blasted Pizza Hut for its 
despicable "double standard." 3 

"McDonald's is for the Soviets," he said. Dig it. 

David and I did eat once at the dollars side of Pizza 
Hut--$33, or four months' of the average Soviet's salary. We 
felt slimy. We overtipped the waiter. 

You gotta admire McDonald's. Somebody has to show 
the USSR how to halt the auto-destruct sequence, and a 
market economy, it seems, is fundamental. The Moscow 
McD's is nothing if not a monument to the Reality that 
Capitalism is the only system that sorta works in the Real 
World. Not very pretty, I know. But you ain't seen ugly 'til 
you've done Russia. 


Sex 
In St. Petersburg (Leningrad), men meet in a little park 
surrounding a statue of Katherine II on Nevsky Prospekt, the 
main drag, as it were. But it's all annoyingly subtle and you 
have to tiptoe around large puddles of Miss Things to find 
even one Real Man--who will be afraid to express interest. 
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You could, after all, be a KGB informant or a basher or, 
on a really bizarre day, a hyperout gay journalist from North 
America. 

It's way pre-Stonewall. 

One might also try the toilet at Moskovsky Vokzal, the 
station from which trains leave for Moscow. There's a whole 
wall of urinals without anti-cruise partitions and everybody 
was definitely scoping. Careful though, my watch was 
snatched off my arm without my. feeling a thing. 

To cruise in Moscow, walk around outside the Bolshoi 
Theater. Again, it's Time Warp Central. Don't get your hopes 
up. Soviet gays meet primarily through private channels to 
keep from getting screwed over with the police by strangers. 

Far and away, the best cruisin' was at the gay/lez 
confabs themselves. The conferences marked the first time a 
large number of Soviet queers had gathered and, well, it was 
like last call in the Castro...in 1978. 

The dykes in our North American delegation, in 
particular, seemed to be getting laid left and right--the men 
a little less so, I think. No Russian I talked to would say so, 
but I think it was AIDSphobia. The USSR has one openly 
gay/openly HIV+ man. 

AIDS seemed to be seen as "a Western thing," I'm afraid. 


The $200,000 Customs Duty 


When we arrived at the St. Petersburg airport on our 
lovely Czech Air Tupolev-154, Julie Dorf and Jim Toevs of 
the International Gay and Lesbian Human _ Rights 
Commission tried to amble through Customs with two 
Macs, a monitor and a laser printer. 

These were not just computers. This was the future of 
the Soviet gay press—-life itself for Tema, the Soviet Union's 
leading gay newspaper. (Nobody in Moscow has a Mac.) 

Customs freaked. They jerked out notebooks and 
started calculating. Half an hour later the duty bill was 
offered--20,000 rubles. The average Soviet worker makes 
3,000 rubles a year; the duty on the computers was 6.6 years' 
of income. Transcalculated to the U.S., you're talkin’ about 
$200,000 in import duties. 

But was Roman Kalinin, editor of Tema and father (at 
age 24) of the Russian gay movement, ruffled? Think again. 
Roman plopped a shocking pile of cash on the X-ray 
machine conveyor belt and--like in a spy movie--began 
methodically slapping down rubles. Julie and Jim had feared 
the worst and had sent Roman $1,000, a week earlier, for 
conversion on the black market at around 40 rubles to the 
buck. 

The Customs agents were blown away. They accepted 
6.6 years' of income--and the Macs, printer and monitor 
were sprinted to freedom. It was an inspiring, historic 
moment. In a shocking lapse of journalistic objectivity, I'm 
afraid I carried one of the boxes... 


The Midnight Train to Moscow 


On the midnight train from Leningrad to Moscow, 
famous lesbo comic Robin Tyler made me swear never to 
reveal to anyone that she performed a sewing job for me. 

As we were boarding the train, one of the loops on my 
belt-based security pouch mysteriously ripped off--at the 
same time my watch disappeared from my arm. In less than 
five minutes, Robin pronounced it "more secure than it was 
originally." 

Human Rights Campaign Fund board chair Randy 
Klose, former HRCF Executive Director Vic Basile and Harry 
Britt aide Jean Harris witnessed Robin's sewing job--so let 
her try and deny it. 

Robin had raided a hard-currency store before we 
boarded the train and treated us to caviar, oysters, 
champagne and...Ritz crackers. We were sworn to secrecy 
about this too. It's a violation of PC, I deduced, to sew for 
males and shop at hard-currency stores in barren Commie 
lands. 

I fell in love with Robin immediately. 


Nude, Gay Beach 


We went on an outing (the old-fashioned kind) to 
Moscow's gay nude beach. Everything was going fine until 
American co-organizer Masha Gessen and a group of Soviet 
gays surrounded a photographer and started a loud and 
lengthy fight. In the end, they confiscated his film and tore 
open the canisters, ruining his pictures. 

The photographer worked for APN, a news wire- 
service that feeds Soviet magazines. Gessen said APN was 
an arm of the Communist Party, but some Russian gays said 
they thought that had probably changed. 

American photographer Patsy Lynch and I were unsure 
how to respond. If we'd been in America, we would have 
thrown a hissy fit. But who's to say in the Soviet Union? 
Gessen later refused to be interviewed about the incident. 


Siberian Lesbians from Hell 

The hit of the Soviet pride events, in my opinion, was 
the four awesomely radical Siberian lesbians who almost got 
us all arrested by launching a kiss-in at the end of a 
condom-distribution zap of Moscow City Hall. 

And Katrina--one of our professional translators, who, 
in the midst of the conference, learned the phrase "lipstick 
lesbian" and finally knew where she fits in the Grand 
Scheme of Things. (Major babe, totally awesome mini-skirt.) 

The majority of Soviet gay men were rather "pre- 
Stonewall" (with the exception of Kalinin, who's about five 
years ahead of U.S. activists). But the dykes were up-to- 
speed. Lesbians, I deduced, have less to lose in the 
beginning, being defecated on already for being female. It 
takes men longer to opt to risk their (buzzword alert) "male 
privilege" and come out full steam ahead, I suppose. 

And I'm Soviet Unioned out.

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Activists Form New Russian AIDS Projects 


Conference, Aggressive Outreach Planned 


By Rex Wockner 

Russian and American gay 
activists formed two new AIDS 
projects in mid-September to 
provide desperately needed safe- 
sex education for Russian gay 
men. 

Fifty-nine percent of Russian 
gay and bisexual men have never 
used a condom for male-male sex. 
Twelve percent do "half of the 
time" and the rest do "sometimes," 
according to government surveys 
of gays identified through contact- 
tracing of HIV-positives. What's 
more, even if Russian gay men 
were to use condoms, the rubbers 
might break, since there are no 
water-based lubricants available 
in the USSR. Oil—based lubricants, 
such as hand cream, dissolve 
rubbers. 

Roman Kalinin, co-founder of 
the Moscow Gay and Lesbian 
Union, and Jim Toevs, formerly of 
the San Francisco-based 
International Gay and Lesbian 
Human Rights Commission 
-(IGLHRC), announced the birth of 
the Moscow AIDS Project Sept. 11. 

MAP will stage a conference in 
Moscow April 24-26, 1992 "to train 
Russian gay men in leading safe- 
sex workshops and conducting 
safe-sex education among their 
peers." 

Said Kalinin: "According to Dr. 
Vadim Pokrovsky, chief of the 


USSR All Union Center for AIDS, 
the greatest need at this time is 
safe-sex education in the gay- 
male populations in Moscow and 
St. Petersburg (formerly 
Leningrad), and he agrees that the 
most effective people to conduct 
this education are well-trained 
peers. . 

"Another focus of the 
conference will be the training of 
Russian health-care workers in the 
hygenic methods of preventing 
infection. The social and 
psychological impact of AIDS will 
also receive primary attention, in 


addition to the need for good 


medical care and adequate health- 
care facilities," Kalinin said. 

Meanwhile, IGLHRC Sept. 12 
announced the birth of Project 
SPID Limit. "SPID," the Russian 
acronym for AIDS, is pronounced 
"speed." The project "will reduce 
the HIV-infection rates in Moscow 
and St. Petersburg through 
aggressive outreach and 
innovative discussion groups," 
IGLHRC said. 

Headed by Kevin Gardner of 
San Francisco's STOP AIDS 
Project, Project SPID Limit plans to 
distribute condoms and safe-sex 
literature, talk with gay men in 
cruising areas, recruit and train 
volunteers, and attempt to 
coordinate local Russian AIDS 
efforts with the work of the 10 or 


so American organizations that 
have launched various AJDS- 
related programs in the USSR in 
the past year. 

Gardner will head to the 
Soviet Union for six months at the 
end of October. 

IGLHRC is also planning to set 
up an AIDS hotline in Moscow. It 
will be staffed by 10 full-time 
employees at a total cost of only 
$100 per month. The staffers will 
be paid 320 rubles a month-- 
slightly above the average Soviet 
worker's income. The current 
exchange rate is about 32 rubles to 
the dollar. 

According to MAP's Kalinin, 
who is also a co-founder of 
IGLHRC, there are 650 reported 
cases of HIV-positivity in the 
USSR and 50 diagnosed AIDS 
cases. An Official of the All Union 
Center for AIDS recently reported 
654 actual AIDS cases, but she may 
have misspoken. 

Soviet AIDS chief Pokrovsky 
recently estimated that there are at 
least 7,000 unreported cases of 
HIV -positivity nationwide. 

The seeming duplication of 
efforts by MAP and Project SPID 
Limit stems from a_ recent 
upheaval at IGLHRC, which 
ousted Toevs as president of its 


board. Soviet gay and AIDS 
activists continue to work with 
both IGLHRC and Toevs. 
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INTERNATIONAL NEWS ROUNDUP : 


BRAZIL--Soccer hero Pele will 
appear in a Ministry of Health- 
sponsored TV ad campaign to 
promote safe sex and discourage 
discrimination against HIV- 
positives, according to London's 
Gay Times. 


BELGIUM--The International 
Lesbian and Gay Association is 
broke and will soon have to lay off 
its one employee and scale back its 
programs. 

Volunteer Financial Secretary 
Nigel Warner warned that the 
termination of Information 
Secretary Micha Ramakers would 
lead to "an immediate and sharp 
deterioration in ILGA's ability to 
operate. This could well be so 
great as to call into question the 
continued existence of ILGA," he 
said. 

In a desperate mailing, Warner 
asked each ILGA member 
organization to hold a fundraiser 
that clears at least $130. If 40 
percent do so, the present $13,000 
deficit will be erased. 

The group is also planning 
grant applications to charitable 
foundations and seeks tips on 
where to apply in this country. 

ILGA's core members are 300 
local and national gay/lesbian 
organizations in 42 countries. The 
association is the world's only 
international gay networking 
body--linking activists from 
Australia to Zimbabwe--Athens 
to Zagreb. 

"ILGA's work is crucial as the 
movement increasingly becomes 
an international force," stressed 
Robert Bray of the U.S. National 
Gay and Lesbian Task Force. 


CHINA--The Xinhau News 
Agency reported Sept. 6 that China 
had recorded six AIDS cases and 
493 cases of HIV-positivity as of 
the end of 1990. 

The agency also said reported 
cases of sexually transmitted 
diseases fell by 30 percent in the 
first half of 1991. 

A spokesman for the Ministry 
of Public Health attributed the 
decline to "a number of regulations 
designed to curb various criminal 
activities, including prostitution." 

More than 29,000 hookers and 
their patrons were arrested in June 
and July, according to a second 
report, from the New China News 
Agency. 


COSTA RICA--A group of San 
José gays and lesbians erected a 
mural in the National Park June 27. 

According to- the gay 
newspaper Confidencial, it was 
composed of objects that represent 
"lesbians and homosexuals who 
cannot come out of the closet...and 
are each day more invisibilized by 
the system." 

The main inscription read: 
"Homosexuals and Lesbians. We 
Demand Respect. Our 
International Day." 


DENMARK--A new survey by 
the University of Copenhagen 
found that 84% of Danish gay men 
are out to their families. Most of 
the respondents knew they were 
gay by age 15 and came out by age 
21. 


Half of Danish gay men live 
alone, while 30 percent live with a 
lover, the survey found. 
Researchers were surprised that 12 
percent of the men had children. 


More than half of the 
respondents never go to gay bars 
and discotheques. Twenty-five 
percent had been to a gay meeting 
or event in the past year, while 37 
percent had been to a bathhouse or 
"porno club." 


ENGLAND--The Whores _ of 
Babylon, a subgroup of the direct- 
action group OutRage, staged an 
exorcism of the "demon of 
homophobia" from Lambeth 
Palace, the Archbishop of 
Canterbury's London residence. 

"We're here to cure a state 
institution that's possessed by a 
vicious, malignant, — horrifying 
demon: homophobia," said the 
group's 'priest.'

Further, CH said, Wellcome 
also likely skipped over San Juan 
because economic conditions are 
such that neither AIDS patients 
nor the government can afford 
AZT, the only federally approved 
anti-HIV drug.

The project has received major support from 
Moscow Magazine, which will stage a large benefit at 
year's end. 


USSR--Moscow's Association for Gay Equality reports 
that a Moscow People's Court sentenced Vladimir 
Mironov, 43, to three years' hard labor for the crime of 
engaging in gay sex, a violation of Russian Republic 
Penal Code Article 121.1. 

"The basis for pronouncing this sentence was 
testimony beaten out by the investigating agencies,” said 
AGE founder Vladislav Ortanov. "Every day of being in 
jail under Article 121 is agonizing torment, 
incomparable with other horrible Soviet prisons. 

"We appeal to all civil-rights organizations, to all 
honest people devoted to the ideals of humanism and 
charity...to speak out for the repeal of this unfair 
sentence,” Ortanov begged. 

"We appeal to the Presidium of the Supreme Soviet 
of the Russian Republic...to halt application of Article 
121.1, paragraph 1...and to grant amnesty to all those 
convicted under this article."

Eighth International Conference 
on AIDS has been revived and 
relocated to Amsterdam, 
scheduled for July 19-24. 

The huge annual gathering 
had been planned for Boston but 
was scrapped in August by its 
sponsor, the Harvard AIDS 
Institute, to protest the U.S. 
immigration restrictions on HIV- 
positive visitors and the ban on 


others felt the U.S. should be 
punished and embarrassed for its 
immigration policies. But recently, 
some AIDS activists have criticized 
the decision to move the 
conference, saying it would have 
presented an unprecedented 
opportunity to focus media 
attention on AIDS issues during a 
U.S. presidential election year.

More Mexican Homophobia 

In the wake of the mess in Guadalajara that led to the cancellation of 
the International Lesbian and Gay Association conference [see AGLP, 
July and August, 1991], authorities in Mexico City have shut down a 
popular gay-culture center. 

But as in Guadalajara, gays and lesbians are fighting back. 

City police placed a sign on the door of the cultural center and bar 
Bugambilia Aug. 9 stating that the establishment had been closed for 
"security reasons" and "noise pollution." 


The sign cited Articles 89, 90 and 91 of the Mexico City Law of 


Urban Development. 

Bugambilia previously had been shut down from November 1990 to 
this February, when owners gave in and paid a hefty "fine." 

This time, the club's supporters are trying a different approach. 

On Aug. 10, a sign appeared on the door reading, "We, the 
neighbors united with Bugambilia, repudiate the unjustified closure of 
our best cultural and entertainment center. In spite of pseudomoralistic 
opinions, we support our forum." 

Then Mexico's best-known gay actor, Tito Vasconcelos, went public 
in the daily newspaper La Jornada. 

"This is serious and intolerable proof of the hostility that the 
authorities exercise against the gay community," Vasconcelos said. 

"Without exception, we artists will struggle to the bitter end for the 
reopening of our space." 

On Aug. 16, Bugambilia supporters delivered a petition to police 
containing signatures of more than 600 artists, intellectuals and club 
patrons. 

Later in the month, the International Gay and Lesbian Human 
Rights Commission joined the crusade, staging a picket at the Mexican 


consulate in San Francisco.

The relocated conference will 
be at Amsterdam's RAI Exhibition 
Center. It is expected to draw 
between 10 000 and 14 000 
participants. 

If the conference should 
happen to lose money, the Dutch 
government said it will make up 
the difference. 

If you're gay, Amsterdam is 
considered the San Francisco of 
Europe. A large presence by 
rowdy direct-action groups such 
as ACT UP and superb hospitality 
for gay and lesbian delegates are 
all but guaranteed. 

Further, the International 
Lesbian and Gay Association's 
14th World Conference will be 
held in Paris either immediately 
before or after the AIDS 
gathering--meaning the large 
number of gays who routinely 
attend. both events can kill two 
birds with one airline ticket.

A gay movement has been 
born in India, according to a 
lengthy report published in The 
New York Times. 

The newspaper said urban 
yuppies are coming out of the 
closet, gathering at bars, cruising 
at train stations, 
hands in public parks.

"This explosion of open gay 
behavior is startling" to Indian 
society, the Times believes. 

But Sultan Khan, a writer for 
Bombay Dost, India's first gay 
magazine, disagreed. 

"I don't think a homophobic 
culture exists in India," Khan said. 
"We've never had the type of 
physical barbarism and cruelty 
you had in Europe. So I don't see 
why we can't have a gay culture. 

"There been 
opportunities for gay sex," Khan 
noted. "The point is that it is now a 
movement... People are 
recognizing that it's OK to be 


have always 


single." 

It's easier to forego marriage if 
you live in a city, Khan said. "In 
the countryside, everybody spies 
on you. Consciousness-raising is 
going to take a long time.” 

Bombay Dost hopes _ to 
advance the process by changing 
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the word "khush," which means 
"happy," into the equivalent of 


"pay," 

"Most people wouldn't know 
what it means yet," Khan said, "but 
that will change." 

Bombay Dost editor Ashok 
Row Kavi--who, the Times noted, 
has "lightly hennaed hair," a "gold 
chain around the neck and [a] 
jeweled index finger"--is equally 
enthusiastic but says gay liberation 


is a pretty ‘advanced’ issue for a 
poverty-stricken country. 

"According to Bombay City, 
two out of 10 people are living on 
the pavement here," Kavi said. "So 
if 20,000 gays marched for sexual 
rights, no one would care. 

"Probably no one should care," 
he admitted.
